—Charles F. Mills, director of our State 
department of Agriculture, made the fol­ 
low ing report at Springfield, concerning 
the crops for the week ending Saturday ; 
The rainfall for tho week was very 
and local in character, uveraging 
only three-tenths of uu inch fur theState, 
There is no marked improvement in the 
condition of corn, and the prediction that 
it would not y ield fifty per cent, of an 
average y ield per acre for the State, is 
varlfkd by to-day ’s reports. In the North­ 
ern and Central Grand Divisions of the 
State, the highest percentages of corn re­ 
ported are as follows: Northern part of 
Champaign county , eighty -two; Troquois 
seventy -five; Stark, ninety -five, And from 
three-fourths to an average y ield from 
the counties of Mercer, Rock Island, Car. 
roll, Ogle and Stark. 
Of the counties in 
the Southern Grand Division, Pulaski 
alone reports about three-fourth of an 
average y ield, the remaining counties re 
porting from less than one-fourth to one 
half an average y ield, owing to the rav­ 
ages of the chinch bugs und th« drou’h. 
Corn is ripening slowly caused m the low 
temperature and excessive cfVudiness. 
The potato crop will not y ieldJ $fly per 
cent, of an average y ield per ajfe for the 
State. 
In the western section of Pike 
county potatoes are reported a t Promising 
ninety percent, of an a vera gtXield per 
acre; Pulaski county , seventy , Ind Ran­ 
dolph county sixty percent of flft average 
y ield. 
In the remaining courflles from 
which reports have been rco<Sred, tho 
condition promises from ten to,« fifty per 
cent, of an average y ield per r^re. 
It is 
evident from the reports received that the 
apple crop will not exceed one-third of 
an average y ield for the State. 
There is 
an improvement in the condition of fall 
pastures in the northern half of the State, 
the cool, cloudy weather having affected 
them quite favorably . 
In the southern 
half of the State there is no improvement 
except in Way ne and Pulaski counties.

—The character and intelligence of tho 
citizen soldier who fought for the Union 
was indicated in a marked manner by a 
glance at the book containing the roll of 
soldiers here at the re-union last week.

peacefully , and he could then be dealt with 
according to legal methods. 
The latest state­ 
ment of casualties by the late battle is that 
five whites were killed and four wounded; 
seven Indians and two squaws killed and fiv 
wounded. 
L a t e r ,—News has just been received from 
Glen wood Springs of the swearing out of a 
warrant for Colorow on the charge of mur­ 
der by F. H. Swindler. 
A courier started 
Monday night for Sheriff Kendall with the 
warrant. 
It will now be difficult to settle 
matters without the surrender of Colorow.

T h e C ap ital o f M exico. 
The city of Mexico, capital of the re­ 
public, with a population of alxmt 25 0,- 
000, as is well knewn, is situated on 
ground that was formerly an island in 
Lake Texcoco. 
The name is derived 
from Mexitli, the Aztec war god. 
In 
brief, the story of its origin runs thus: 
The AzU-ch, while wandering about the 
country , m< t a rival'tribe, the Colhuans; 
being defeated in battle and pursued, they 
marched to the valley of Mexico. 
An 
oracle had commanded them not to found 
a city until they had come to a spot 
where an eagle should be seen standing on 
a rock. 
They shortly after beheld, in 
their wanderings, an eagle perched on a 
cactus growing out of a rock; hence they 
founded a city , calling it Tenochtitlan— 
meaning, “ cactus upon a rock.” 
Under 
this name it was the capital of the old 
empire of Analiuac. 
Hence on the na­ 
tional flag, as also on some of the coins, 
will be seen the device of an eagle with a 
seri>ent in its lx*ak, perched on a cactus 
protruding from a rock. 
The city lias an 
elevation of 7 ,4 00 feet above sea level, 
and a mean temperature of 00 deg.

HAND-SHAKING AND HAND-SHAKtRS. 


I am not unsociable, but I had rather 
not shake hands with everybody, and I 
am quite sure a good many people would 
rather not shake hands with me. 
Then 
why do we do it? It is just one of those 
unwritten laws which might with ad­ 
vantage often be more honored in the 
breach than in the observance; just a 
matter in which people trust their in­ 
stincts, and in which their instincts are 
really not to be trusted. 
I am dead 
against the current frequency of hand­ 
shaking in society. 
J ohn drops in for 
an afternoon call; he does not really want 
to see J ones; when he comes I shake 
hands with him, more or less; when he 
leaves, in five minutes, he shakes hands 
with me, less or more. 
I hate J ones’ 
hand, because it is always damp; J ones 
knowTs that as well as I do, and some­ 
times offers me his hand gloved—but I 
detest a gloved hand. 
I had rather not 
shake hands at all. 
If 1 must do so, I 
will do it once, and no more; no one but 
a lover wants to shake hands more than 
once in five minutes. 
But J ones has a detestable habit of 
lingering on his way out. 
He gets up to 
to go. 
I give him my hand. 
It’s over! 
No, it’s not. 
A picture catches his eye. 
He turns and says with a simper. “ Cap 
ital portrait, 'pon my word!” “ Ye—as,” 
I say, half accompanying him to the 
door. 
“ Who is it by? ” “ O—by—Sracar- 
um, R. A .’’ 
“ Dear me! he painted a— 
—who did he paint? ” 
“ Don’t know; 
paints 
everybody — paints 
him self. ” 
“ Really—-a—good bye!” 
Shakes hands 
again; but before he has got through the 
door, he remembers a message from his 
wife. 
I’ll see him out: he shan’t get in­ 
to the room again. 
I go into the passage 
with him. 
I accompany him to the 
door. 
lie shakes hands again at the 
door! There ought to be some rule about 
this. 
It should be understood that once 
is enough in one visit. 
Of course, I 
know we often shake hands with a man 
to finish an interview and bow him out. 
Well, that is for our own convenience, 
although it does not always act—just as 
a man’s after-dinner speech is sometime 
applauded rapturously in the middle to 
make him sit down—but he does not 
always sit down. 
Those people who shake hands should 
consider their ways. 
I hate a man, for 
instance, who can’t leave off shaking 
hands. 
He begins so heartdy, you think 
he will soon be done. 
He relaxes his 
grip, you attempt to withdraw; but he 
tightens it again; he holds you in a vice. 
You begin to shake him up and down, 
when you suddenly find he has dropped 
your hand like a hot potato, and you are 
left shaking the air! This is bad enough, 
but the wooden shake [is almost worse. 
A hand is stretched out. and you get 
nothing but the sensation of bone—angu­ 
lar bone; there is no fiesh and blood, no 
grip—the hand might belong to a lay fig­ 
ure. 
I don’t want to shake hands with a 
lay figure. 
Then I object to the crusher. 
Ladies suffer, more than gentlemen,from 
the festive “ bore,” because they wear 
more rings; he seizes you impulsively, 
and manages to crunch your fingers ver­ 
tically one on the top of the other. You 
don’t like to scream if you are a girl, or 
to show displeasure if you are a man, but 
you are dreadfully hurt, and you suffer 
what Mrs. Gamp called “ all the tortoises 
of the imposition” from the oppressor’s 
effusive, but iron, grip. Then there is 
the flabby, pulseless shake, which means 
nothing, or means “ you are less than 


nothing to me, and I hope I am the same 
to you.” 
I am not so absurd as to suppose that 
we can always regulate our hand shaking 
by rule, or that our acts will always be 
indicative of our moods; but I notice in 
good society a growing tendency to re­ 
duce hand shaking to a minimum, and 
then make it genuine as far as it goes, 
but as formal as possible, and I think 
Ibis is a step in the right direction, and 
worthy of imitation. 
Deep feeling will 
never fail to find fitting occasions, but 
the less importation there is of spurious 
feelings or of offensive familiarity into 
what is usually a merely polite formality, 
the better.— ten d o n Tru th . 


Su it Dr p o u lt in C o lo rado . 
In the middle of the* Colorado desert 
there is a curious depression intheearth’s 
surface, through which the Southern 
Pacific railroad runs. 
The lowest point 
is 200 feet U*low the sen level, and here 
is a great body of salt, more pur» * than 
any known to commerce, ami in an 
abundance tlmt may supply the world if 
all other resources should 1m* exhausted. 
From a point on the road called Indio 
the descent is rapid to this place of salt. 
It was once an inland sea from which 
the waters have apparently ¡Missed away 
by evaluation, leaving a salt deposit 
that resembles ice. 
Standing upon its 
margin, we look ujxm a perfectly level 
and white crust of salt, some thirty or 
forty miles in length and perhaps twenty 
in width. 
A tramway is laid over the 
crust to a distance of moro than a mile, 
over w hich a steam dummy and train of 
freight cars run to the mill where the 
salt is ground. Beyond the mill a smaller 
engine pushes its smaller cars further out 
« ¡Km the stilt crust where the salt Is 
gathered. 
The proefss of 
collecting 
is very 
simple. 
Laljorere, provided each with a 
wbeelbarroiv, shovel and adze, go out 
uj>on tlio salt field, pick the surface to 
the depth of an inch or tw’o, gather bar­ 
row loads and wheel them to the cars. 
This salt crust varies in thickness; in 
some places it is but a few inches ai» ove 
the mud and water, and in some places 
nearly five feet in thickness. 
Liverpool 
salt must Ix? kiln dried before being 
ground. 
Nature sends this to the mill so 
dry that it may be ground as fine as 
flour. 
At the mill it is bagged and 
marked for shipment, and is ready for 
table or dairy use. 
This salt is 00 per 
cent, pure, and is placed upon the mar­ 
ket as “ New Liverpool.” 
It is un­ 
doubtedly the best and purest salt in tho 
market.—The Argonaut. 


An Intcreatlng Hello. 
Eight years l>efore Columbus discovered 
America an old Portuguese sailor named 
Diego Cam went cruising down the coast 
of West Africa until he came to a great 
rivor, on whose south bank he set up a 
big white stone and carved an inscription 
upon it celebrating his discovery. 
It was 
tho mighty Congo, and for many years 
the famous P# xira Padrao stood on the 
shore bearing silent witness to tire old 
sailor's achievement. 
Year's later, when 
all eyes were turned to the New World, 
the Congo was almost forgotten, and 
when it next attracted notice the Pcdra 
Padrao had disappeared. 
The spot where 
it stood Iuih for centuries been known as 
Padrao Point. 
Three or four months 
ago Baron von Hchwebin, the Swedish 
traveler, heard from some natives of a 
Large fetich stone hidden in the tall 
jungle grass at some distance from the 
beach. 
It was only after long [Milavers 
w’ith the cluefs that he obtained permis­ 
sion to visit the revered object. 
Ho 
found to his delight the veritable Pedra 
Padrao, its well known inscription only 
partially effaced. 
This famous monu­ 
ment of a great discovery will doubtles* 
be treasured hereafter as one of the most 
interesting relics of the early navigators. 
—New York Sun. 


A T retty In d ia n Legen d. 
A pretty Indian legend is current here 
this season. 
Chautauqua means “ the 
place of easy death,” and rejx>rt says 
this is how the lake secured its name. 
An Indian maiden, mourning over the 
death of her lover, w andered away from 
her j» eople seeking a ¡» oisonous root. 
In 
a secluded spot on the lake shore she 
found it, partook freely and lay down to 
await death. Tho poison created delirium 
and a burning thirst. 
Her lover seemed 
to come to her and offer fresh, cool 
water, yet when she reached out her 
hands for the grateful draught ho van­ 
ished. 
She dragged herself to the edge 
of the lake, and stooping over to cool her 
parched lips in the waves, she saw her 
lover beneath the water holding up his 
arms to her. 
J oyfully she threw herself 
into the water and was never seen again.
